DOOLITTLE RAID 
SHOCKED COUNTRY 


Freshly Painted U. S. Col- 
ors on Plane Wreckage 
Trips Up Attempt to 
Show One of Craft Was 
Shot Down.

LOURENCO MARQUES, Por- 
tuguese East Africa, July 24 (De- 
layed) (AP).—“American! Thig is 
Japan!” 

From the cold, drafty corridor 
of Sugamo Prison in Tokyo a gul- 
len guard whispered his hatred of 
foreigners through the peephole of 
my cell on the night of Dec. 8: 
In Japanese time that was the day 
of Pearl Harbor. | 

I lay huddled on the floor, bun- 
ded in my overcoat and a bian- 
ket, trying to keep warm in the 
heatless cell. 

Five police had arrived at my 
home early in the morning and 
marched me off in gnilitary fashion 
to the district station where I 
was told I was accused of send- 
‘ing stories detrimental to Japan’s 
diplomacy. 

Shortly after Tokyo was blacked 
mt, impressing the populace that 
ti nation was at war, I was re- 
'moved to the prison proper, where 
‘was stripped and searched and 
lecked in a solitary confinement 
cell, 

15 Days in Solitary. 

In the 15 days following I re- 
mained in solitary, knowing only 
that war was declared and hear- 
ing an unsubstantiated rumor that 
Pearl Harbor had been bombed. 
The guards. were antagonistic the 
first night, but the attitude was 
not repeated, and most prison of- 
ficialg were helpful and tolerant. 

There was constant cold, day and 
night, with ice forming on the 
water basin. I was naturally de- 
pressed over my fate, by the po- 
lice insinuation that I would be 
accused of espionage, and I was 
additionally disturbed by the scan- 
ty and poor Japanese food. 

Throughout my confinement the 
police used torture as their main 
weapon. Once I was told the gen- 

@ darmes were taking me over, and 

@ that I would be court-martialled 
instead of remaining in the hands 
of the civil authorities. 

Finally on Christmas eve, shuf- 
fing along without shoes, I was 
ltd from my cell into a smoky 
tom where I was questioned brief- 
ly. Then I was returned to the

Detroit Resident Leaps From 
Sth Floor of Scruggs-Van- 
dervoort-Barney. 


Mrs. Josephine Wojtowicz of De- 
troit leaped to her death from a 
fifth-floor window of the Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney department 
store shortly after noon today. 

Hundreds of persons in the lunch- 
hour crowd in Olive street saw her 
fall and strike a canvas awning 
oyer a display window near Tenth 
street, then land on the sidewalk: 

Mrs. Wojtowicz entered the fur- 
niture department on the fifth 
floor qf the store about noon, tell- 
ing salesgirls who approached her 
that she merely. wanted to rest. 

Employes. saw her sit 0 
couch near the window just. 
she jumped. Marks tof hands 
were.¢ visible in the dust on 
the windowsill, 
above the floor. 

She left a note scribbled in Polish 
on the back of an envelope, which 
said: “Call my doctor about my 
condition.” 

Lee Hesse, general manager of 
the store, telephoned the physician, 
Dr. Edward J, Panzner, in Detroit. 
The physician said Mrs. Wojtowicz, 
a mental patient, left Detroit sev- 
eral weeks ago for Mexico City, 
Mexico, where a daughter is a 
university student. 

Railroad tickets in her purse 
showed Mrs. Wojtowicz, who was | 
about 60 years old, arrived in St. 
Louis this morning on her way 
back to Detroit. In her baggage, 
which she had checked at Hotel 
Statler, were handkerchiefs, per- 
fume, cigarettes and other souve- 
nirs from Mexico.

The largest number of regis- 
tered voters who could not be 
found in a regular canvass by the 
Election Board since permanent 
registration became effective—69,- 
122—was reported today for the 
canvass made last Friday and Sat- 
urday in preparation for the Aug. 
4 primary election. 7 

The large volume of voters not 
found at addresses from which 
they had registered wag attributed 


by members of the board to an 
increase in moving, due to war 
conditions, and to lack of: enough 
interest in the primary campaigns 
to cause voters who have moyed 
to transfer their enrollments. 
Chairman Jesse W. Barrett told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the board 
had no evidence or indication. of 
fraud in the registration, an@ no 
reason to make any investigation. 
Should all the names of those 
not fouhd be struck from the lists, 
St. Louis would’ have the smallest 
number of eligible voters since the 
permanent registration, law went 
into effect in 1937. Before the re 
cent.canvass, 407,368 were enrolled.

SAYS PLAN WOULD 
RAISE 5 BILLIONS 


Tells of Problems of Any- 
one ‘Dumb Enough’ to 
Make 5 Million a Year 
Under Present Rates. 


WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP).—. 


Board of Trade proposed to the 
Senate Finance Committee today 
that it amend the $6,271,000,000 tax 
bill by removing personal income 
tax exemptions so as to raise an 
additional five billion dollars rev- 
enue. : 
Suggesting a sales tax as an al- 
ternative, M. L. Seidman, chair- 
man of the New York Board’s Tax- 


ation Committee, urged the imposi- 
tion of a flat 10 per cent. war tax 
on all net income now free of Fed- 
eral levies because Of personal ex- 
emptions or credits for dependents. 

The New York Board of Trade 
is a business men’s organization 
formed in 1878 to promote trade 
and commerce. It studies legisla- 
tive and industrial matters affect- 
ing New York. 

Calling the House bill “totally in- 
adequate,” Seidman said the meas- 
ure ought to be broadened sufitci- 
ently to reach upwards of 30 mil- 
lion jons instead of the seven 
million he said now paid Federal 
tax, i

27 (AP)—An American seaman has 
told of spending four days a pris- 
oner aboard a German submarine 
after the raider had torpedoed his 
ship and then picked him up while 
swimming in the ocean. 


Archie Gibbs, 36 years old, of 
Roscoe, Tex., said here that the 
U-boat underwent an attack in the 
Caribbean Sea while loading fresh 
torpedoes. He was kept below 
decks, however, and could not say 
whether the? missiles were being 
taken aboard or merely trans- 
ferred from a storage space on the 
submarine. 

Gibbs said that at 1 a. m., June 
17, the Germans. opened fire with 
an anti-aircraft gun on the deck 
and two bombs exploded near the 
craft. He surmised that a Navy 
airplane had surprised the raider 
in the midst of the operation. . 

Two ships were torpedoed from 
beneath Gibbs before he was picked 
up by the undersea raider. The 
loss of both vessels already has 
been reported by the Navy. The 
merchantman on which he sailed 
was sunk June 14 and the rescue 
vessel which picked up the crew 
was attacked about 24 hours later. 

Gibbs was in the water, swim- 
ming in search of a lifeboat, when 
he found himself near the subma- 
rine,

or kamerad?’” he related, “and I 
yelled back, ‘no, American.’ 

“I started swimming away, but 
they brought the stern of the sub 
around and scooped me up out of 
the water.

A. warning shot from the anti-air- 
craft gun had halted a small trad- 
ing boat near the submarine, and 
Gibbs was ordered to swim to the 
little craft. He was landed six 
hours later on a large Caribbean

WPA RUBBER PROGRAM HIKED 
70,000 TONS BY NEW PROCESS 


WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP).— 
The War Production Board formal- 
‘ly announced approval today of an 
increase in the synthetic rubber 
program from 800,000 to 870,000 
tons a year as a result of improved 
engineering practices in production 


of butyl rubber. The expansion was 
disclosed by the Standard Oil Co. 


(New Jersey) last week. 

Th WPB said new techniques 
would increase by 70,000 tons the 
capacity of plants already under 
construction and originally de- 
signed fora capacity of 60,000 tons 
of butyl annually. No additional 
critical materials will be required 
for construction purposes. 


The WPB asserted that the ex- 
pansion was not expected to alter 
the anticipated production of 300 
tons of Butyl rubber this year and 
that “there is no rubber to spare

GANDHI MAY FAST TO DEATH 
IN CAMPAIGN FOR FREEDOM 


Hints at Employing Weapon So Effectively 
Used in Past to Rally People—Could Call 
Strikes and Boycotts.

OHANDHAS K. GANDHI has not fully revealed what particular 
M kind of chaos he is cooking up for India should Britain fail to 

come to terms with the Indian National Congress before the 
meeting of the All-India Congress Committee at Bombay Aug. 7. It 
is-doubtful. if his plans.are complete. Yet, as he sits in his hut at 
Sevagram, near Wardha; “listening to the “inner voice” on which he 
depends for guidance, he is passing on to the world some of the 
schemes which are going through his mind. 

This week end, through his mouthpiece Harijan, Gandhi disclosed 
that a fast to the death may be an important instrument of his coming 
campaign. Fasting he describes as the extreme manifestation of non- 
violence and hails it as the “greatest and most effective weapon” in 
his armory. 

Fasting, however, is only one, 
perhaps the ultimate, of a number 
of moves that Gandhi has contem- 
plated in his mass civil disobedi- 
ence campaign. Others will be 
discussed more fully later in this 
article. First, there is a myth to 
be disposed of. 


‘Lost Power’’a Myth. 

It is the assumption widely held 
that Gandhi is finished as a seri- 
ous political force in India. Noth- 
ing could be farther from the 
truth. Gandhi still is the most 
powerful figure in Indian politics. 
His capacity for turbulence re- 
mains very great. Whether he 
succeeds or fails in his coming 
movement, he possesses sufficient 
influence to give the rulers of In- 
dia an extremely embarrassing 
time. 

Nor is there any reason to doubt 
that the Bombay conference will

This 
great battle along the Don is ter- 
ribly hard to take—harder than 
anyone at home can begin to 
imagine—but these Russians can 
take it. I simply cannot conceive 
of anything that would make Rus- 
sia’s leaders consider a separate 
peace. 

I think we Americans should get 
‘that solidly in our heads. But 
there’s an inevitable quid pro quo. 
Quite naturally, th: Russian. <re 
anxious to see that we can take it 
and that the “agreenent” on a 
second front in 1942 means < actly 
what it implies. In 13 months of 
the world’s concentrated slaughter, 
the Russian people have suffered

T seems that the Honorable Cordell 

Hull chose the wrong title for his 
meant-to-be educational address to “us 
dumb Americans” Thursday night. I 
couldn’t find anything in his speech to 
enlighten my poor, befuddled brain on 
the seriousness of the war. I think the 


title of his talk should have been “The 


Seriousness of the Peace.” 

Mr, Hull’s comments could have waited 
until a later date—that is, until after we 
had won the war. We most certainly 
have to win that first. 

I can make a better speech on “the 
seriousness of the war,” in much fewer 
words, to wit: 

The situation is serious in Russia, be- 
cause the Germans are closing in on the 
rich Caucasus oil fields. 

They are taking over Russian coal 
mines, which are needed to keep the 
Reds’ factories. running. 

The Nazis have conquered vast terri- 
tories, which include factories, natural 
resources and agriculture. 

The Japs have grabbed all the tin and 
rubber, besides oil in Borneo and 
Sumatra. 

Rommel seriously threatens Suez, be- 
sides making the Mediterranean his as- 
set rather than ours. 

The Burma road is gone, 

Maj. de Seversky has proved that our 
boys are fighting with planes that can’t 
climb as high and lack the maneuver- 
ability of enemy aircraft. 

A second front is a risky thing, that is, 
if it is expected in Western Europe right 
at this time. 

Our fighting boys up in Alaska are 
required to fight land-based Zeros with 
old, outmoded Catalina flying boats, 
which are nothing much more than ob- 
servation planes. 

That is just a short summary of what 
I'd say if I were speaking on “The 
Seriousness of the War.” Let’s leave 
the peace until after the war is over.

Says Boys’ Camps Build Good Americans. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ECENTLY.I spent a week at the 

Boy Scout Camp at Lions’ Den, 
near Kimmswick, Mo., which is operated 
by the local council of the Boy Scouts 
of America. I have come away wonder- 
ing why the good people of St. Louis, 
and the other metropolitan areas, don’t 
enlarge these camps until every boy ef 
school age can spend the entire sum- 
mer vacation period in outdoor activities 
at such camps. 

My group consisted of eight boys, who 
were enabled to go to camp by the 
timely and generous award of a $25 
scholarship. They came back to town 
after a week of lively, exciting, muscle- 
building, instructive and adventuring ac- 
tivities, feeling it had been a grand ex- 
perience and all too short a period. My 
own feeling was that if every school- 
age boy in the country could spend his 
summer vacation in such 
camp under good leadership, the future 
of our country would be forever secure 
against the enemies of our democracy. 

The money spent down there is a 
sound investment in the national char- 
acter and security. A determined effort 
should be made to enlarge the camps and 
increase the number of boys who are 
enabled to attend, and to enlarge the 
periods of attendance for each boy. 

If Hitler’s boys’ camps can make 
youthful Gestapo agents and Nazis of 
German youth, why can we not train 
our youth in the great advantages of 
our way of life? We can, if we will. 
Certainly, we have greater means than 
Hitler has ever had. 

Until boys’ summer camps are pro- 
vided by the Government, every thought- 
ful person should give serious considera- 
tion to the support ofthe Boy Scouts of 
America, which is doing so much or- 
ganizing and guiding boys’ activities.

This restriction of the list of ‘applicants for the 
key post to residents of Missouri need not be even 
slightly disadvantageous in the long run. Grant

Willing to say that the State of Missouri does not 
contain a single administrator with the qualifica- 
tions which the post requires? — 

The man who is chosen as’ Personnel Director 
should, and doubtless will, measure up to the basic 
requirements. He does not need to be a celebrated 
figure in personnel circles. Given the fundamental 
qualifications and a thorough belief-in the principle 
of merit in public service personnel, he and his op- 
portunity can help make each other. 

Judge Charles T. Hays’ opinion breathes the 
breath of life inte the words of the Charter anrend- 
ment. He does not content himself with writing 
about the mere mechanics of the change. This able 
judicial observer of our political system. tells why St. 
Louis at last rose up and shook off the costly, waste- 
ful spoils rule: 

“For mahy years it was contended that, when 

a change in administration took place, public 
employes appointed: by the former administra- 
tion should be immediately discharged, and 
their places filled with supporters of the vic- 
torious candidate. “To the victor belong the 
spoils” ran the ancient political maxim. We 
have wisely seen, in recent years, the folly of 
this policy. 

Portraying the effects of frequent partisan clean- 
outs for the benefit of ward-heelers, Judge Hays 
put the matter in a hutshell when he said: “Real 
efficiency igs gained through long, experience, and 
the public can be assured of the highest type of 
individuals only when some sort of permanent tenure 
is guaranteed.” 

Barely more than a year ago, the community was 
still fighting the spoilsmen for a chance to vote on 
the merit system. When we remember that, we see 
how far we have-come in a short time. The last 
barrier, the constitutional test case, is now out of 
the way. : ¢ 

Thus the course is clear for the Civil Service 
Commission and Mayor Becker to put their hands 
to the levers which will give St. Louis merit, not 
spoils, and efficiency, not waste, in its public service, 
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A SIGN FOR’ SIKESTON. 

Attorney General Biddle has ordered the F. B. I. 
to investigate the lynching of a Negro two weeks 
ago at Texarkana, to determine whether the identity 
of the lynchers can be learned and whether the mob 
act violated Federal guarantees of civil rights. 

As this was the basis on which Mr. Biddle put 
the authority of the Federal Government into an in- 
vestigation of the Sikeston lynching, his entry into 
the Texas case would seem to be a definite indica- 
tion that the Department of Justice is not through 
with the Missouri case. At any rate, there is every 
reason to read the news that way.

HOW THE U-BOAT CAPTAINS FIND OUT. 

The cheery reassurances and rosy predictions on 
the U-boat fight are no longer tossed about by 
Secretary of the Navy Knox. Last week the Navy 
Department announced the second sinking in 24 
hours, raising to at least 398 the number of United 
Nations ships sunk in our Atlantic and Pacific 
waters since Jan. 1. London admits loss of a 14,444- 
ton liner, which is no small ship. The officers and 
men of our Navy are doing their best with a 
desperate problem. The seriousness of the situation 
certainly should be realized by now by all citizens. 

Yet American sailors on torpedoed ships continue 
to be astonished by the way U-boat captains reveal 
complete knowledge of the cargo and destination of 
vessels they sink. Word about movements of United 
Nations ships is presumed to be kept strictly tn the 
Navy Department’s plotting room. Yet news dis- 
patches reveal that it sometimes happens that move- 
ments of ships with particularly valuable cargoes 
are known to as many as a dozen persons. Ship 
brokers get word of movements, and, naturally 
enough in peacetime, tell buyers. Somewhere along 
the line, an Axis agent picks up the news. 

The Navy would be helped a lot if brokers, buyers 
and other such persons would keep any knowledge 
of ship movements to themselves. They should

The Industria] Conference 
Board estimates conservatively that food takes at 
least one-third of the pay check in these homes, 
Beginning with this fact, it take\no statistical ex- 
pert to realize that we are in for trouble as the 
result-of a 82 per cent increase in food prices since 


works out to a little less than 1: per cent per month. 

Several critical situations have developed. It has 
already been found necessary, for example, to break 
the ceilings on canned goods, The prices of certain 
meats have been climbing sharply. Some fruits and 
vegetables are also going up—and this in a season 
which usually sees a decline in prices. 

These disturbing developments cannot be attrib- 
uted to a single cause, Purchases for the armed 
forces and for lease-lend accounts at premium prices 
are a factor, Secretary of Agriculture Wickard points 
out that the packers, for instance, divert meat from 
civilian markets because of these prices, and he 
wants to see them reduced. — 

We must tighten up our controls on a realistic 
over-all basis. This will solve the price problem, 
but, of course, it will do nothing about basic’ short- 
ages created by increased demand. The solution to 
this problem is rationing. We must see to it that 
everybody gets his fair share of what is available. 

Members of Congress who believe they are getting 
votes by opposing such regulation are short-sighted 
indeed. To expect to maintain an anti-inflationary 
policy. while thug violating it where it affects far 
and away the largest number of people is sheer 
madness. | 
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‘PIECEMEAL ADJOURNMENT. 

Is Congress in session? The public had supposed 
that it was, since nothing has been heard of any 
vote to adjourn. Certainly there are plenty of 
things for Congress to do, such vital duties as 
passage of an adequate wartime tax bill, to mention 
only one. Most people had assumed that Congress 
was hard at work, doing its share in this critical 
wartime summer. 

But Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the majority 
leader, isn’t so sure about the status of Congress. 
He says of its members: “If they wish to adjourn 
they simply adjourn, but if they should be brought 
back to vote on whether or not to adjourn, although 
they had already adjourned, they would yote not to 
adjourn.” This sounds complicated, but it seems 
to mean, in simple English, that Congress as a body 
is technically in session, but so far as individual 
members are concerned, it is pretty largely ad- 
journed for the purpose of looking after political 
fences. 3 

Some members of Congress have worked them- 
selves into a high state of wrath over recent public 
criticisms of congressional doings, Do they imagine 
it will silence the critics for a great bloc of Senators 
and Representatives to go running home to their 
constituents while presenting the fiction of a‘ con- 
tinued session and leaving only a handful of legis- 
lators on hand to do the nation’s work? 
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WAR TROPHY, MADE IN JAPAN. 

The face-saving talents of Tokyo propagandists 
had their severest test after the Doolittle squadron’s 
sensational air raid on Japan last April 18, The 
cover-up boys failed miserably, it is now disclosed. 
Their attempt to calm jumpy Japanese nerves took 
the form of an announcement that an American 
plane had been shot down by the Mikado’s gunners, 
and they put the aircraft’s wreckage on display as 
evidence of the feat. 

When Gen. Doolittle heard of this, he denounced 
it at once as a fake. “The Japanese do not have one 
of our planes on display,” he said. “They may have 
painted up one of their own to look like ours, or 
they may have got an American plane from some- 
where else; but not from us.” : 

The General was dead right in his painted-up- 
plane theory, and furthermore, Max Hill relates in 
a dispatch today, the decoration job was so crude 
that it didn’t’even fool the Jap public. For specta- 
tors who gathered to admire this trophy, discovered 
that the painted red, white and blue insignia on 
the crumpled wing was still wet when the wreck 
was put on display. This discovery must have sadly 
disillusioned the Jap patriots, who had come to cheer 
an achievement, by their side.

DALLAS, Tex., July 27 (AP).—A 
prediction that Senator W, Lee 
O’Daniel and former Gov. James 
V. Allred were certain to face 
each other in a runoff primary for 
nomination for United States Sen- 
ator on the Democratic ticket was 
made. today by the Texas Election 
Bureau, which gathers unofficial

With 882,858 votes tabulated, the 
bureau reported O’Daniel’s — per- 
centage at 48.32, adding that this 
figure was, not likely to rise past 
49 per cent.

and some supposed necessities. .It 
has also been evident that more 
man power and women power 
would be needed than would turn 
up where they were needed by re- 
lying on the existing draft, on vol- 
unteering and on the ordinary la- 
bor market, 

We have now reached the point 
where the things which were pre- 
dicted have actually to be dealt 
with. The Higgins contract has 
been canceled and Nelson is shut- 
ting down or slowing down certain 
arsenals. There is a localized, and 
perhaps temporary, shortage of 
beef, and some of Henderson's ceil- 
ings are cracked. The man power 
problem is beginning to cook. 

The real question is whether we 
are Prepared to deal with these 
problems of scarcity that were fore- 
seen and predicted. The answer 
must be that we are not prepared, 
and I venture to suggest that the 
main reason why we are not pre- 
pared is that we are trying to deal 
indirectly with the fringes of these 
questions. We are wasting time and 
fraying our nerves over incidental 
controversies about priorities, ceil- 
ing and small items of taxation 
jwhen we should be organizing the 
direct controls which are indispen- 
sable and unavoidable in a mobil- 
ization for total war. 


HUS Nelson has promoted the 

conversion of industry with 
great. success. But he will now 
be in difficulties because he did 
not listen soon enough and atten- 
tively enough to those who told him 
that he must take control of the 
supplies of all critical materials; 
that he must not only allocate them 
but actually organize their flow 
from the mines to the shipyards 
and arsenals. 

Perhaps progress is being made. 
But only a few weeks ago it was 
the belief of many that the War 
Production Board had no system 
of knowing, except in the crudest 
and most general fashion, where 
the supplies of steel actually were 
at any particular time and whether 
in fact tney were being used as 
received, or hoarded in one place 
while elsewhere machines and men 
stood idle. 

Yet the organized contro! of the 
flow of materials is Nelson's pri- 
mary task. Until it is instituted, 
he cannot know whether the short- 


ages are real or accidental, and he 


more: skilled men than are avail- 


: 
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guaranteeing of the necessaries of 
life to every one, Henderson can- 
not keep prices level by ceilings 
even if wages and farm prices 
were frozen, and even if the tax 
bili were raised to the heroic level 
of Canada. There would still ‘be 
vast reserves of purchasing power, 
from old savings and from war 
wages and salaries, which would 
press the markets where goods are 
scarce. And even if Henderson 
keeps the ceilings intact, the acute 
problem will still be, as any one 
can see in the case of tires, how 
to divide fairly a very small supply, 
and not what is to be the price 
of what people are allowed to buy.

The quicker Henderson changes 
his emphasis so that he fixes at- 
tention on the need to get ready 
for rationing, the better prepared 
he will be for what is surely com- 
ing. The first system of gasoline 
rationing in the Eastern states 
was a fumble; the new system 
looks much more promising. To 
make it work, to get ready to ap- 
ply it to other things, is the con- 
structive and forehanded way to 
make ready for the impending “in- 
flation” when consumer goods be- 
come yery scarce. 

This being a war economy, it 
may be said that in general we 
talk too much about money and 
think too little about things. It is 
things which matter most, not the 
wage rates and the theoretical 
prices and the paper profits, but 
the actual goods and how to get 
them effectively to the armed serv- 
ices, and how to distribute fairly 
what is left-for the rest of us. 
And so if we learned to look at 
these problems more concretely 
and directly, rather than indi- 
rectly and in terms of money, we 
would save ourselves many useless 
disputes now and many headaches 


later.

borne in mind that the Congress is 
tessentially a Hindu organization, It 
can expect very little support from 
the Moslem minority.

High Wages a Factor. 


Naturally, the biggest. concern 
of the British is the extent to 
which Gandhi may be able to dis- 
locate the country’s industrial pro- 
duction, all-important to the war 
effort. The Government is hope- 
ful that Communists and Radical 
Democrats who claim to control 
the majority of the labor unions 
may be able to spike any effort 
of the Congress minority to-<para- 
lyze production. Moreover, it is 
pointed owt that the high wartime 
wage leve} may discourage strikes 
in munfions plants. 

In thé big textile manufacturing 
city of medabad and in a num- 
ber of smaller industrial centers, 
however, Gandhi has labor under 
his thumb and probably could, if 
he wishes, cause serious tie-ups.

In previous movements. the 
wholehearted backing of Indian 
students has made it possible for 
Gandhi completely to dislocate 
India’s .educational system.

eration, which infuences nearly 
half the country’s university stu- 
dents, is not on his side. It is op- 
posed to any disruption of the war 
effort. 

Nevertheless, it is likely that any 
appeal by Gandhi to the nation’s 
students to go on strike would 
elicit considerable response. 

Gandhi's primary stronghold of 
influence is in rura] districts and 
especially in the three regions 
named above. There, unless the 
Congress machine can effectively 
be suppressed early in the cam- 
paign, there is serious danger that 
the peasantry will be whipped up 
into a hostile and non-co-operative 
mood. 

Gandhi's political history shows 
all too often that his non-violent 
campaigns have flamed into bloody 
rioting. The situation is vastly 
more explosive today. It is hard to 
believe that “fifth column” ele- 
ments would not take full ad- 
vantage of the bitterness and ten- 
sion to stir up trouble. The at- 
mosphere would be favorable, too,

- Apparently Trying to 
Force French to Send 
‘More Workers. 


NEW YORK; July 27 (AP)— 
Twenty-seven thousand persons, 
mostly Jewish residents of Paris, 
have been rounded up and sent to 
concentration “ae by the Few sect 
mans, according reliable 
mation reachihg the Associated 
Press in New York, as a measure 
of increased pressure on the 
French to supply the Nazi war in- 
dustry with more skilled workers. 

The arrests were made by the 
French police on ordefs from the 
Gestapo (German secret pojice), it 
was learned today. The seizures, 
however, aroused such resentment 
among the people of Paris that 
they now have been discontinued. 

Numerous suicides have been re- 
ported by persons who managed to 
delay police a few minutes before 
they. were to be taken into custody. 
Some threw themegelves and their 
children from windows rather than 
submit to arrest, the sources said. 

Similar roundup tactics have 
been prevented in wunoccupied 
France, but the demand for more 
laborers, in the opinion of some 
observers, might soon result in 
strong measures there, It has even 
been suggested that forced mobili- 
zation of workers might be de- 
manded by the Germans.’ 

So far about 18,000 workers have 
gone to Germany from Vichy 
alone, including 3000. specialists, 
the latter of the greater interest to 
Germans and the only workers for 
whom war prisoners are ex- 
changed. 

The number of those who have 
gone to Germany is considerably 
below the number requested by the 
Germans and European diplomatic 
circles have predicted that ‘some 
new action might be expected 
within the next’ 10 days. 


All Jews in Reich Reported Being 
Deported to Poland. 

ISTANBUL, July 27 (AP).—In- 
formation reaching here yesterday 
said that nearly all Jews are now 
being deported from Germany and 
that the Nazi police have orders 
that every Jew in Germany should 
be in Poland by Aug. 1.

DIAGNOSIS: “Whenever you readers find yourselves in the 
unpleasant spot of having to criticise or correct your associates, 
always think of the word “sandwich.” The “sandwich method” 
is the very best psychological technique for meeting just such a 
delicate situation. It is quite true that we resent being shown 
up. We seldom like the idea of being corrected, even though it 
may be for our own best interests. One reason why school 
teachers are not as popular as they might be, is the fact that 
much of their work consists of correcting children’s speech and 
their written examinations. In the sandwich method, however, 
you can administer reproof or criticism without losing the 
friendship and affection of the individual who receives it.

MAKE YOUR CRITICISM the middle layer of a psycholog- 
ical sandwich. The top layer should be an Honest compliment 
about some praiseworthy trait possessed by the individual. 
Then gracefully slide into your actual reproof by the “I won- 
der” introduction. For example, lead into it by saying “I won- 
der, Pete, if you wouldn’t close more of your insurance pros- 
pects if you'd employ the minor decision. That is the estab- 
lished plan and you haven't been using it lately.” This may 
deflate his ego somewhat. But remember, you previously in- 
flated it by your original layer of the sandwich which was a 
bona fide compliment. But to make sure that your reproof 


hasn't more than offset that first compliment, finish your sand- * 
wich method with a final layer of compliment... Please observe | 


that 1 do not use the words “flatter” or “flattery.” A compli- 


ment is a sincere statement of praise for some demonstrable 


virtue that warrants commendation,

It remains to be seen. whether 
these results can be duplicated in 
America, but one thing is certain, 
if the protective immunity is to be 
established, it must be done by 
vaccination in the summer months,

The 
thing that happens during a cold 
is, first, infection by the virus, 
which causes an illness that lasts 
24 to 48 hours. This virus infection 
makes the mucous membrane of 
the nose particularly susceptible to 
secondary infection with the pus- 
forming bacteria, staphylococci and

Against this secondary infection 
it is possible to prepare a vaccine 
because the bacteriological labora- 
tory can easily identify the secon- 
dary invaders. But since no one 
has isolated the primary virus, it 
is impossible to prepare a vaccine 
against it. So the “cold’ vaccine” 
cannot be guaranteed to prevent 
the catching of colds, but it is rea- 
sonable to say that it reduces the

M. T. G.: What is emphysema, 
its cause and how does this disease 
affect a person? ! 


Answer: Emphysema is a chron- 
ic condition of the lungs which 
particularly affects middle-aged 
people of a heavy habitus. It also 
affects those who have been ac- 
customed to hard manual labor 
and is probably due to a break- 
down of the delicate tissues be- 
tween the lung cells, The symp- 
toms are shortness of breath and 
wheezing. Treatment is not very 
satisfactory. The best that can be 
done is to reduce the amount of 
strain on the lungs by rest and 
try to restore the elasticity, 


I. V. M.: Ig there any way a 
bunion of the great toe can be 
removed?

They 
know that underweights are lack- 
ing in certain food essentials and 
they try to determine which they 
are and then prescribe them, If 
that is impossible, they write out 
a well-balanced eating plan and 
request the patient to folldw it to 
the letter for three weeks or a 
month. 


‘Nervousness and fretting ars 
likely to be the companions of the 
too-thin type. Thus they should 
stop worrying at once and realize 
they worry only \ because their 
bodies are not healthful.

IBYL BOWAN, the  flitter- 
§ brain funnygal of this week's 

opera offering, “Wildflower,” 
has a scorching arkbition — and it 
isn’t to play a coughing Camille or 
a murderous Lady Macbeth. Sibyl’s 
main aim in life is to some day 
reach a stage of affluence that will 
enable her to retire from the thea- 
ter and settle down on her own 
goat farm. 

“Goats,” says Sibyl grandly, “are 
wonderful, They give milk. Goats’ 
milk is good for asthma, eczema, 
ulcers and babies. It takes only 20 
minutes for the stomach to digest 
goats’ m Just ordinary old 
cows’ milk takes two hours to di- 
gest. A lot of people think goats’ 
milk tastes funny. To counteract 
that idea I’ve thought up a slogan 
to sell my goats’ milk — ‘You 
won't know the difference, but 
your stomach will’.” 


Really something of a — ex- 
pert, Sibyl has taken a correspond- 
ence course in goat raising. In a 
saddle bag she wears slung over 
one shoulder, she carries the 
scripts of her Municipal Opera 
roles in “Wildflower” and next 
week’s “Roberta” and an assort- 
ment of pamphlets on goat raising 
put out by the Bureau of Animal 
Husbandry of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, When 
she isn’t studying an opera role, 
she’s deep in Government issued 
goat lore. 

No newcomer to our opera, Sibyl 
made her local al fresco debut 13 
years ago when she played Wanda, 
the _ little Indian girl of “Rose 
Marie.” She returned two seasons 
later for roles in “The Three Mus- 
keteers” and “Countess Maritza.” 
In “The Three Musketeers,” Sibyl 
played the wife of a then-little- 
known lad by the name of Archie 
Leach, who has since risen to 
movie fame as Cary t and 
has carried off in matrimony the 
million-dollar-baby, Barbara Hut- 
ton, hefress to the Woolworth wad 
of folding money. 


Actually, Sibyl has been in show 
business since she was nine years 
old... She started as an extra carry- 
ing a spear for Robert Mantell. 
Then she went into chorus work, 
became a specialty dancer, and hit 
Broadway for the first time in 
“Rose Marie” as Wanda, After 
playing “Rose Marie” at our Opera 
in 1929, Sibyl went to England as 
an acrobatic dancer, developed into 
a comedienne, and succeeded in 
getting under the British skin so 
well that she returned to the Isles 
after her second Municipal Opera 
stint in 1931 for an extended tour 
of English music halls. 


“From an acrobatic dancer, I be- 
came an impersonator and mimic,” 
Sibyl explains. 
as an impregsionist. Don’t ask me 
what the difference is, but ‘impres- 
sionist’ sourds much more impor- 
tant.” 

In “Wildflower,” Sibyl has an op- 
portunity to present for the ap- 
proval of the Forest Park custom- 
ers, her impressionistic sketches of 
silent-star Gloria Swanson and of 
the English comedienne, Bea Lillie.

She 
costumes her characters in view of 
the audience, changing her outfits 
in less than a minute, 

For the past 10 years Sibyl has 
been a vaudeville headliner up and 
down the length and across the 
breadth of the United States. As 
far as she has been concerned, 
vautleville did not completely die, 
but suffered only a slight touch of 
rigor mortis. And whenever the 
variety stage got’ too thin going, 
Sibyl promptly went to work in 
night clubs, convulsing the custom- 
ers with her impressions of Car- 
men Miranda, Ethel Barrymore, 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Garbo, Dietrich 
and Aimee Semple McPherson. She 
has appeared in “The Follies” and 
in “Earl Carroll’s Sketch Book” 
and just before coming here for 
her third go at the Municipal 
Opera had a month's Ss engagement 
with Glenn Miller’s orchestra.

for a sea song that it was written 
not quite a century ago by the 
| Philadelphia physician-poet-poltti-|(,_ 
cian, Thomas Dunn English. While 
visiting in New York City, Dr. 
English was asked by his friend 
N. P. Willis, one of the editors 
of the New York Mirror, for a 
gratuitous contribution of verse, 
preferably a lay of the sea. 

On returning to his. home, Dr. 
English set to work to accommo- 
date the editor. He succeeded in 
writing four and a half stanzas of 
“Ben Bolt.” only to find himself 
stuck, the muse departed. Sudden- 
ly, he remembered a manuscript 
of a sea poem he long since had 
discarded, He fished it out and, 
to where he had left off, tacked 
on its last four lines, ending with, 
“Ben Bolt, of the salt-sea gale!” 
Published on Sept. 2, 1843, the 
tyric found favor and Dr.. English 
thought of having it set to music. 
An air for it, which never was 
printed, was written by Dominick 
Hay. Also, Dr. English himself 
wrote one, said to be entirely for 
black keys, but it was not success- 
ful. 

In 1848, in Pittsburgh, a play 

was produced called, “The Battle 
of Buena Vista,” in which was in- 
troduced the song, “Ben Bolt,” the 
music being an old German melody 
adapted for use in the play by 
Nelson Kneass, a strolling min- 
strel. 
“Ben Bolt” was an instantaneous 
success; a Cincinnati music pub- 
26 | lisher obtained the copyright and 
reaped tremendous profits; the 
song was introduced abroad and 
became the favorite of London. 

Nelson Kneass received but a 
trifle for the music and Dr. En- 
glish never was paid for the lyrics 
—of which he did not think much, 
anyway! His favorite story was 


that soon after the song was pub- 
lished, a ship, a steamboat and a 
yace horse were.named after it,

They are a vicious and venge- 
ful group, to judge by the letters 
I have received since publication 
by me of a little essay on the 
perils of riding a bicycle in New 
York, particularly along Fifth 
avenue. ‘Lheir letters to me would 
do credit to a Sicilian Black Hand- 
er, and they calléd me things that 
even the Greeks haven't a word 
for. 

The letters came as a great sur- 
prise to me, because I didn’t know 
that there were such things as 
teachers of bicycle riding. To me, 
they didn’t exist, any more than 
do teachers of Blindman’s Buff, 
Drop - the - Handkerchief, In - and- 


Office. 
Certainly, they have been hiding | 
their light under a bushel of | 
handle-bars and coaster brakes for 
a long, long time. I had always 
thought that a fellow learned to 
ride a bicycle by getting on one 
and falling off until he could get 
on and not fall off. That was the 
way I learned, and the way all my 
acquaintances learned.’ 

You got a bicycle for Christmas. 
Always you got it on Christmas. 
It was too fine a present for any 
other day. A boy might get 
skates, a cowboy or Indian suit, 
an air rifle, or a billy. goat on his 
birthday, but the bicycle came on 
Christmas. 

No one ever relied on a teacher 
for instructions. Two minutes aft- 
er the shiny creature had been 
yanked from its wrapping, it was 
out on the sidewalk and being

older brothers was scorned, 


subjected to solo flights by its new 
owner. Within a few minutes all 
the new owners of <icycles had 
gathered and started inspecting 
and comparing the various ma- 
chines. The conversation is as 
fresh in my mind as if it were 
yesterday: 

“Mine’s got a siren, and yours 
only has a sissy bell.” 

“Yeah, but mine has a tail 
light. What’'ll you do when it gets 
dark?” 

“Whatcha got in your tool kit?” 

Handlebars were loosened and 
turned down in order to make the 
bikes look like racing ones. Seats 
were tilted at uncomfortable but 
rakish angles. Then everyone set- 
tled down to the business of learn- 
ing how to ride. 

The curbstones and telephone 
poles took an awful beating as 
kids rode full tilt into them. 
Stockings had their knees torn out. 
Pants and shirts were.torn, It was 
the aim of.every new owner to 
master riding without touching the 
handlebars, and to mount the bike 
with a running start. The aid of 
and if 
a teacher had come along and vol- 
unteered to help you master the 
art of balance, you would have | 
died of shame and sicked your pup | 
on him. You were out on your 
own and loved it. 

But if the letters from bicycle 
teacher's are to be believed, that is 
the wrong way to learn to ride a 
bicycle, and just as ridiculous as 
attempting to master the tuba, the 
spinet or the fife without expert 
instruction. Let me quote you a 
bit of intruction that one of the 
teachers sent to me: 

“Put your left foot on the pedal 
—I will teach you to start from 
either side as this is a bicycle, and 
not a horse. . . . I am on your 


left and hold you tightly by your. 


garment just below the nape of the 
neck. We circle and circle, and 
only the first turn or two seem a 
bit awkward. We keep this up 


until my hold is not more than an 
ounce of pressure. We try some 
stops—brakes on—and hold on to 
them, foot down on the side that 
you Jean over to. 


“Now we get ready for the thrill 
of a solo that is your achievement 
in correct cycling. There we go! 
I stay in back of you and repeat 
a few do’s and don'ts. There we 
are' Turn after turn! Grace 
a-wheel! Later on you will say 
that you know how to cycle much 
better than your friends who 
learned to cycle as children. You 
will have learned the more modern 
way and have full cognizance of 
the fundamentals. 

Pshaw! Let one of those bicycle 
teachers show me a pupil of theirs 
who can hop curbs without touch- 
ing the handlebars, who can throw 
a rolled-up newspaper on a front 
porch while riding full speed along 
the sidewalk, or who, if his best 
girl is watching, can ride back- 
wards for a full block. Moreover,
